GRADUATING EXERCISES HELD. 


By a decisive vote the Board of Directors of 
McCormick Theological Seminary’ have re. 
lected the proposition® of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly for a surrender of the 
property and control of the seminary. This 
decision was reached at a meeting of the 
board held in the seminary yesterday morn- 
ing, nearly all of the forty directors being in 
attendance. ' 

Thisisone of the most important moves 
ever made by a theological incorporation in 
this country. It settles, so far as Chicago is 
concerned, the long, and at times somewhat 
acrimonious, discussion for ‘the control of 
property vaiued at $9,600,000. The claim 
of the General Assembly is! rejected, cour- 
teously it is true, but none ‘the less effect- 
ually. | 


By a compact made with the seminhries in» 


1870 the General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church was given the power of approv- 
ing or vetoing all selections of professors or 
principals by the directors of seminaries. 
Everything went on nicely until the church 
_was startled by the alleged heretical utter- 
ances and teachings of Prof. Briggs of Union 
Theolégicat Seminary in New York City in 
1892. The General Assembly sought to dis- 
cipline Prof. Briggs, but the seminary di- 
rectors stood by him and he was reélected to 
tha chair of Hebrew language and history. 
Then the fun began, The General Assem- 
bly’ declined to approve the selec. 
tion and called upon the _ directors 
of the seminary to remember the compact 
und stand by it. This the directors declined 


. todo, asserting that the power given to the 


Generai Assembly by the compact extended 


‘only to the approval or veto of the election of 
‘new men and not to the reélection of old 
‘teachers and instructors who had once been 
tested and approved. A long controversy en- 
sued, but Union Theological Seminary was 
firm and refused to obey the mandate of the 
assem bly. Sie 
Would Then Hold the Purse Strings. 
Thinking men eaw in this a great danger to 
the church if the seminaries were left free to 
suit their own pleasure in the choice of in- 
structors, and an attempt to get 
these institutions for the 
of, ministers more completely 
the control of the General’ Assembly was 


- madé. This came in the shape of a proposi- 


tion froth the assembly thatall of the nine 
Presbyterian. seminaries in the country 
should pass over the title to their property to 
the assembly and give that body absolute 
charge of all receipts and disbursements. If 
this were done the assembly would hold the 
‘purse strings and.be in position to shut off ail 
tinancial supplies and starve into submission 
euch institutions us might at any time imitate 


_ the example set by Union Seminary. In other 


words, the idea was to cluster | the nine semi- 
naries, with their $9,000,000 of property, 
under one central management, which would 
outline the manner in which they were to be 
cond ucted. 

.To this proposition McCormick Seminary 
has said ** No” in an emphatic way, and its 
example is likely to be followed by other in- 
fiuential schools. When the matter came up 
at the meeting yesterday it was decided to dis-

** Resolved, That the Board of Directors of 
McCormick Theological Seminary recognizes 
with pleasure the close relations which this 
must under its. cdnstitution and 
charter sustain toward the General Assembly, 
relations which’ the seminary desires 
to maintain in their full integrity as to 
teachings and’ all other particulars, and 
yet, while regretting the necessity of deciin- 
ing any request of the General Assembly we 
must say in reply to the proposals of the 
General Assembiy that we do not think it ex- 
pedient to make the changes in our charter 
proposed by the General Assembly.”’

Artificial violets, even at eight cents a 
bunch, had no attraction for that child 
and it looked elsewhere fof amusement. 

The .silver chain caught its. eye. One 
small, dirty hand reached out and grasped 
the bauble. A minute more and the heart 
was in’ that infant’s mowth. For a few 
-minutes the two women examined the flow- 
ers in silence. Then the woman'in blue 
turned to depart. She made a lunge through 
the crowd and that chain tightened around 
her neck like a tow line. The #udden strain 
jerked the heart out of the child’s mouth, 
taking two small teeth with it. The woman 
shrieked, the child howled, and the throng 
of bargain-hunters stampeded.

LAKE LEVELS ARE LOWER THIS SPRING. 


A Drop Is Reported of from One to Four 
Feet. 

Lake levelsare play:ng some peculiar freaks 
this spring. From various reports of low 
water made since the opening of navigation, 
it would seem as if the mean lake levels are a 
foot below the ordinary stage. Thus far this 
season continued northerly winds have kept 
up the stage of watér in Chicago harbor to its 
usual height, but at the foot of Lake Michi- 
gan the drop is reported: from two to throe 
feet, more especially in Green Bay, where it 
is said to be four feet.. At both the Welland 
Canal and the St. Mary’s Canal the limit of 
draft is materially reduced. Continual strand- 
ing on Grosse Point, in, Detroit River, have 
given warning that cargoes must be mate- 
rially lesseried, even where they are not to go 
through the Soo or Welland. The capacity of 
deep-draft vessels, which do nearly all the 
lake commerce, has been reduced by the low 
water from 5 to8 percent. Such a reduc- 
tion can but have a big influence on freight 
rates before many months have gone by, 


ANSON DROPS A GAME IN CHICAGO, 


Good-Sized Home Crowd Sees the Louis- 
villes-Whip the Colts. 

Capt. Anson and the Colts of the Chicago 
baseball team opened the National League 
season at the West Side Park yesterday aft- 
ernoon by losing a ten-inning game to 
the Louisvilles. About 4,500 people turned 
out to show there was still interest in the 
national game in Chicago. It was the typi- 
cal Chicago crowd, however, always ready 
to ‘‘ roast ’’ the home team up to the critical 
moments and then willing to ‘‘ root” for 
it with all its might. It was a beautiful 
day—one that had crept forward on the cal- 
endar from June into May. The grounds 
were neatly fixed up, and the grand stands, 
while not as elaborate as those that were 
burned, are comfortable, clean, and as pret- 
tily painted as a new red wagon. Altogether 
it was a great game, much enjoyed by the 
crowd, but it would have been much more 
enjoyed had the home team won. Why it 
didn’t is told in detail in the sporting col- 
umns of THE TRIBUNE.

MISS JANE ADDAMS OUTLINES HER 
PLANS T) OLEAN A OITY WARD. 


First, She Appoints an Assistant Who Will 
Put in Eight Hours Daily Making In- 
spections in the Filfhy Nineteenth= 
Small Crematories on the Spot Favored 
for Loose Papers and Old CansSources 
of Many Garbage Nuisances=Some Queer 
Discoveries Made by a Woman. 

Miss Jans Addams, the newly appointed 
Garbage Inspector for the Nineteenth Ward, 
has made plans for a vigorous campaign on 
dirt and filth in her district, and will see that 
the contractors do their work or will know 
why. She also has several suggestions which 


destroyed on the spot. I also am in favor of 
having the ashes and garbage carried away 
separately... Then I shal! see how many junk- 
shop men have licenses to do business and re- 
quire them to carry off their own refuse. 


‘The most flagrant evil in my mind, how- 
ever, is the covered wooden garbage voxes. No 
wonder the places where they are are so filthy. 
In the first place it is impossible to get all the 
stuff out of them. The garbage mah puts his 
shovel in the box, takes outa shovelful and 
shies it at the aurt, of course spilling half of it 
on the ground. Then the shape of the boxes 

‘ prevents*his getting his shovel well into them, 
and thus he leaves over day after day a part 
of the refuse, which becomes foul, Then the 
boxes cannot be cleaned. No garbage boxes 
should be used that cannot be flushed with 
water. Chicago is the only large city in the 
country that clings to these wooden boxes, 
We should have tin cans that can be emptied 
into the wagon and flushed with water at least 
three times a week. In Paris this is the system

may help to solve an intensely important 
problem. 

“An abuse of years duration cannot be 
righted in a few days,’’ said Miss Addams yes- 
terday, ** but I have made plans to push the 
good work as rapidly as is practical. I have 
appointed an assistant, Miss Johnson, who 
lives at Hull House, and who is a graduate of 
the Madison University, where she took a 
full course in sanitary science. She will go 
the rounds every day, staiting at 6:30 a, m., 
and devoting eight hours daily to the work, 
She isathorough systematic worker. I per- 
sonally shall make the rounds with her at 
least three times a week. 

“Yes, 1 have been going out every day 
since I took charge of the work. Whe condi- 
tion of the alleys and streets is something 
appalling, and there must«be* a remecy for 
such a condition. Just think of it, there is 
one alley I visited that has nct been swept for 
ayear and a half when it was paved, and 
none of the newly paved alleys have been 
swept at all, 

‘*T have found two dead horses, two dogs, 
and one cat, but the handling of. them is 
simple enough. A telephone message to the 
City Hall is all that is necessary to have them 
removed, Naturally, rats abound as in all 
cases where loose garbage predominates, 

‘*The worst alley is between Hope and Polk 
streets, east from Morgan towards Blue Isl- 
and avenue. Two other awful places are be- 
tween Twelfth and Bunker strects. and be- 
tween Bunker and De Koven streets, from 
Jefferson on to Clinton. This is the district 
of the Russian Jews and is most difficuit to 
handle because of the food they buy. Miss 
Hunt of the Hull House is investigating the 
food these people use and by restricting their 
purchase of decaying food she may possibly 
aidin the movement to clean up their dis- 

rict. 
— Some of the Great Nuisances. 

**There is no doubt that loose papers are 
largely responsible for the unsightly condi- 
tion of the Nineteenth Ward. Papers of all 
sizes and kinds are scattered about, and when 
they are gathered together to be carted off as 
many bits of them blow away as are removed. 
And then, the cans—they are the béte noir of 
the poor districts and seem to pile up in the 
night. Another great trouble is the manure 
which is left lying about and which becomes 
most offensive to the nostrils, though not so 
unhealthy as the odor from other refuse, The 
cause of this is that a oumber of . small 
teamsters stable their horses in the ward, and 
there is no provision for taking away the 
manure which they carelessly throw, out of 
their barns and which they must pay to have 
taken away. In most cases they are too poor 
to do this, and so it accumulates and remains. 
In the early spring the farmers and gardeners 
carry it off for their use, but the farmers are 
too busy now and so apparently are the 
gardeners, and there the manure will remain 
until August, when these people will want it 
for their gardens and fields. 

‘* The miserable condition of the streets and 
alleys in this ward must have a decided iil 
effect on the health of the residents. How 
can it be otherwise? At any rate typhoid fever 
is prevalent there during the summer and 
cases of diphtheria are numerous, They say 
you can only drink typhoid fever, or that bad 
water is the great scourge, but I don’t alto- 
gether belicve that. I think you can smell it, 
too. It remains to be seen if a general ciean- 
ing up won’t havea beneficial effect on the 
health of the people. 

“TI do not think there are any particular 
persons who deserve blame in the matter. It 
is the result of the crowded condition of the 
ward and the mixed population. There are, 
for instance, the colony of Russian Jews, 
then there ere French and Italian colonies. 
Some Irish and Americans are scattered 
about, and besides these there are still some 
Bohemians left, though numbers of them 
have emigrated téward the southwest and are 
gradually takmg possession of De Koven 


street, 
Throw Away Decayed Fruit, 

Another great cause for the general dis- 
order is the junk-shop men who throw their 
trash into the alleys. ‘The Italian fruit deal- 
ers, tov, are a source of evil, for they buy 
fruit in bulk, lots of it good with the bad, all 
of which they take home and sort out. The 


used, and it is the cleanest city in the world. 
They have barrels in New York, which is an 
improvement on the Chicago boxes. There 
also shovld be an extra’ man with every 
wagon besides the driver, who cannot man- 
age the dumping alone. While wooden boxes 
are nominally clean they never are clean, but 
are simply disgusting. Of course these sug- 
gested improvements will take time and 
money, too, The appropriation is not large 
enough for effective work. _.. 

‘‘ Yes, the peopie are interested in the move. 
ment and I bave had very pleasant ex- 
periences with them. I get efficient help 
from the women’s clubs and from many men, 
A number of boys and girls are interested 
also and work like little bees; and you know 
a little leaven will Jeaven the whole lump 
sometimes. Indeed I do find the work ex- 
tremely interesting. Think of the problem 
it is to attempt to solve. How are we to keep 


kinds and conditions of people whose very 
mode of life is opposed to all sanitary con- 
ditions and besides this there are countless 
factories in and about us that are filling 
the air and. streets with dust and 
cinders. Canit bedone? and how is it to 
be done? are two questions that have 
interested me more than anything ‘I 
have ever attempted in my life. I hope, of 
course, to succeed, I have done much volun- 
tary inspection before and reported the conai- 
tion tine and again to the city, but it gave 
only temporary relief. It remains to be seen 
what regular inspection, backed by the city 
authority, will do for the Nineteenth Ward. 
Ishall work hard enough to accomplish re- 
form, if reform can be accomplished. With 
clean streets and alleys we certainly will have 
cleaner people and more health, and I will 
sacrifice much to obtair it. It is hard enough 
for those unfortunate human beings to be 
obliged to live in crowded tenement houses 
without being compelled to endure an atmos- 
phere and sight of filth. 

“Certainly, I think a woman can fill the 
position of inspector as well’as she can fill 
any other public position. I have been treat- 
ed with the greatest respect by Mr. Bradley, 
the Commissioner, the teamsters, and the peo- 
ple. Why is it not just as womanly and good 
to try and prevent human misery and illness 
as it is to alleviate it and nurse it? 

**I do not want people to think,’’ continued 
Miss Addams, ** because I am going East for a 
few days thatI am running’ away from my 
post of duty as soon as I have obtained it, 
but 1 made an engagement two months ago, 
before I was appoinied inspector, and J am 
obliged to keep it. However, [ shall return 
to Chicago Tuesday, leaving Philadelphia 
Monday. I have canceled two quite im- 
portant engagements in Boston and Pitts.

One favorable point is that Germany has taken 
the initiative in everything this conference or 
congress is called for. [remember that when I 
was Secretary of the Treasury Germany was the 
country most indifferent and realiy opposed to 
the conference that was held.

Ethel Brown's Plea for Shylock. 


The oration of Ethel M. Brown of Oska- 
loosa College, lowa’s representative, was en- 
titled ** A Pilea for Shylock.” It proved to 
bea finely written defense of the Jewish 
race, taking Shylock asa type. Shylock was 
described as the embodiment of hate and re- 
venge, the personification of prejudice and 
malice, a soul congealed into malignity. The 
orator told why the Jew of the middle ages 
had been transformed into such a type. All 
avenues of fame and - respectability were 
closed to him, eave that of wealth 
and to the acquisition of wealth he 
therefore devoted himself with all the pas- 
sionate ardor, of his race. He became ab- 
normally developed because of a long succes- 
sion of wrongs against him and the indignities 
heaped upon him. From the dawn of history 
to the present time the Jews have survived 
the combinations-to crush them. The unpar- 
alleled record of proscription, and massacre, 
and banishment .in the middle ages served 
only to intensify their hatred of the Christian. 
The character of Shylock is the outcoine of 
these persecutions, The orator in her perora- 
tion pleaded fora fuller sense of justice to- 
ward the Jew, and hoped for the coming of 
the day when Shylock would be redeemed. 

Wiison M. Shafer, University of Coiorado, 
Colorado’s prize orator, spoke on * Social 
Progress,’ and his premise was that change 
is the fundamental law of the universe. He 
proceeded to show that this is the case in the 
realm of lifeless matter and in the vegetable. 
animal, and spiritual worids. He next dem- 
onstrated from history that there are for- 
ward and backward social movements. He 
contended that the source of these changes is 
not external but internal, Society is but the 
embodiment of spiritual life, and the chang- 
ing thought or spirit of a people becomes 
manifest in their social institutions. The true 
method of accelerating the progress of so- 
ciety is tovhange conditions by first chang- 
ing man. 

Sherman on America’s Literary Genius, 


E. B. Sherman, University of Nebraska, 
appeared for his State, and his oration dealt 
with ‘America’s Literary Genius.’’ He 
termed the temple of iiterature the noblest 
structure time has ever erected. The premise 
was that the literature of a nation is the expo- 
nent of its thought. The hour of intellectual 
conflict is the cradle of far-reaching desti- 
nies. The chaos of a revolution is the forge 
of progress. Ihe Aimerican revolt was the 
greatest force in modern history. It stimu- 
lated mental activity and literature arose and 
made a Nation. Men of genius bow to the 
tendency of the times. They think and scat- 
ter great thoughts, and the thoughts make 
events. Hawthorne and Emerson are the 
products of such epochs. These two authors 
were then compared to Byron, and Shelley, 
and Carlyle. The orator then contended that 
America has a national literature, which 
has stamped upon its pages the dominant 
principles of thinking nations. 

Illinois’ representative, Otto A. Hauerbach 
of Knox College, spoke on the “Hero of 
Coinpromise.’’ He began by an allusion to 
Bismarck as the man of iron, and his policy 
as that of iron and biood, and then contrasted 
this policy with that of the compromiser. 
While the character of the compromiser may 
seem weak and ignotle, yet in compromise 
there is nothing ignoble. It is the very foun- 
dation of society. Itis the constructive ele- 
ment. While compromise would ‘not have 
done in the time of the revolution, still in the 
convention of 1787 in Philadelphia it made 
the Constitution possible, And so after the 
civil war, in the dark days of reconstruct:on, 
compromise played an important part. . Lin- 
coln, himself, was an_ illustrious example of 
the compromiser, and by his death the South 


lost a true friend and the Northa noble de. | 


fender. The orator then took up the question 
of universal arbitration and showed how it re- 
sults from the application of the principles of 
forbearance, e pointed out the great neces- 
sity of the compromise spirit in the settle. 
ment of the great labor difficulties of the day. 
The close showed the couipromiser a hero 
who is inspired by a purpose to serve not self, 
not party; notimen, but man. 

Wisconsin's representative, C. W. Wood of 
Beloit "eS treated of ‘‘ Ihe Better Per- 
sonality.” e began by showing how Vol- 
taire thrilled all Europe by the briiliancy of 
his pérsonality and bis depth of inind, and 

how France was plunged into the revoiu- 
tion by folluwing those principles and puttmg 
them into action. In Les Miserabies, Victor 
Hugo threws on the canvas a picture that the 


modern world gazes on with wonder. Show the 


world a Voitaire and it will predict a French 
revolution.

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FAVOR LIGHT DRAFT WAR VESSELS. 


Arguments for Boats That Could Ascend 
South American Rivers, 
Washington, D. C., May 2.—The advocates 
of light draft boatsin the navy are pointing 
out the practical illustration of the necessity 
of adopting their theory. The Atlanta has 
been ordered to Greytown, Nicaragua, to pro- 
tect American interests in case there should 
be a revolution, and yet it is asserted the ves- 
sel will not be able to get over the bar in the 
harbor and will be obliged to lay off two or three 
miles from the city. Of course in the event 
of trouble troops could be sent ashofe in boats, 
and some good-sized guns could also be land- 
ed. but the ship itself with its heavy guns would 
have to remain far out from the city. It is 
argued thata light draft gunboat of twelve 
eet or less would accomplish much better 
results by getting close to the locality of any 
possible disturbance. The bar at Greytown 
is about fourteen feet under water, and the 
Atlanta draws about eighteen, while the 
Montgomery, which will take the Nicaragua 
commission to Greytown, is even of deeper 
draft, and the commission with all its eq uip- 
ments will have to go ashore in boats over a 
stretch of two orthree miles. The desira-. 
bility of having the new gunboats constructed 
So they can ascend South American rivers is 
also being urged on the Secretary. It is urged 
there are numerous British gunboats which 
can easily goup this river, while nearly all 
the ships of the United States navy would be 
obliged to remain in the bays. The contest 
between the advocates of light and deep draft 
gunboats is quite spirited. :

Washineton, D. C.. May 2.—The Department of 
Agricuiture has recéived no official confirmation 
of the report from Paris that«seventeen soldiers 
at Vitrie died from eating American canpaed 
meat.

QUO WARRANTO SUIT WAS UNEXPECTED, 


Greenhut’s Latest Move Does Not Bother 
the Whisky Trust People. 


Representatives of the Whisky Trust Re- 
organization committee in this city do not 
appear worried over the suits begun in Peoria 
by ex-President Greenhut. The quo warranto 
proceeding to oust Director Scheftel was ex- 
pected. Greenhut’s other suit, involving the 
bonds, was, however, somewhat unexpected. 
The court declined to grant the injunction re- 
straining the issuance of the remaining 
$4,500,000 of bonds of the trust. At the 
annual meeting April 17 resolutions were 
passed authorizing the directors to issue 
these bonds at once. The object was 
ehiefly to get the issue out, so. as 
to reduce the importance of Nelson 
Morris and Greenhut as bondholders. 
If these bonds wert not issued Morris and 
Greenhut would be among the largest pre- 
ferred creditors at the judicial sale of the 
property. They could makea heavy bid for 
it, using their bonds as part of the purchase 
price paid. It is believed the bonds are out 
now. Concerning the suit Levy Mayer, at- 
torney for the Reorganization committee,

Springfield, Ill, May 2. — [{[Special.]—A 
majority of the members of the House do not 
relish the idea of a sine die adjournment of 
the Legislature May 28. A good many of 
these gentiemen have bills which they wish to 
see advanced. They brought these measures 
with them when they caine to Springfield, 
aud they do not propose to allow them to 
die without a battie in their behalf. 
The Democrats have but. little to say 
coucerning adjournment. They are in the 
minority and not responsibie for the length 
of the session. They are perfectly willing 
that the Republicans skould stay here until 
July lfor all they care, well aware of the 
fact that the people of the State will hold the 
party in power responsible for the duration 
of the session, The Democrats would be de- 
lighted in case the Legislature broke all pre- 
vious records and ran along until the middle 
or latter part of June. 

An effort was madein the House to get a 
resolution through for an adjournment in the 
last week in May. The proposition was 
snubbed and further consideration of the mat- 
ter made a special order for next Tuesday 
morning immediately after reading of the 
journal, The chances are that nothing 
will be done with it at that 
time. Tuesday night the Republicans 
will probaply hold a caucus on the ques- 
tion and some agreement may be reached, 
It was perfectly apparent all through the de- 
bate on the proposition for a final adjourn- 
ment that about half the Republicans 
wanted to stay here until they got tneir bills 
advanced. So, after this matter was cleared 
away. Speaker Meyer’ gave each individual 
member of the House full liberty and license 
to make all the speeches, dilatory motions, 
and points of order that ingenuity could 
suggest. 

A bill for the establishment of a normal 
school in Northwestern L[llinois afforded the 
members an opportunity to air themselves. 
The debate was unlimited. Each member 
talked as often and aslongas he pleased. 
Klein of Pike made three or four speeches, 
It was a free-for-all go-as-you-please for every- 
body. The Speaker ordered roll-calls when- 
ever requested, and the day slid aiong mer- 
rily. 

Amendments by the Score, 

There must have beeu fifty.to seventy-five 
amendments already~ prepared to be offered 
to the bill. Two-thirds of them came in and 
were debated at length. QOutof the lot two 
vere adopted. Tomorrow morning the grind 
will be resumed, and’ littie or nothing of in- 
terest will be transacted beyond the advance- 
ment of the drainage bill toa third reading. 
The House will then adjourn over until Mon- 
day night. By Tuesday or Wednesday of 
next week the clouds may break away a little 
and some prospect of an adjournment appear, 

Unless the Legislature gets out of here by 
May 30 it will stick in Springfield until June 
20 or 25. The Democratic State convention 
meets June 5 and will require the Hall of Rep- 
resentatives for its accommodation. The 
desks must be takeu out, temporary floors 
built, galleries arranged for the press, and no 
end of other work accomplished. From June 
2to 10 thehail will .be of no service to 
the Legislature. The members might as 
well understand this. They can _ get 
through the work of the sé@ssion by 
the :ast of the monthif they are disposed to 
put in their time. They might as well abandon 
the idea of clearing up the calendar of House 
bills on second reading. They could not do 
this if they remained in Springfield until 
next Christmas. The calendar must be taken 
at the top and the biils taken up in regular 
Any deviation from this ruie requires 
a two-thirds vote of the House. There are al- 
ways 400 or 500 bills left on the calendars 
when the Legislature adjourns, and this one 
will be no exception to the general rule if it 
remains in session until July. 

Speaker Meyer says he thinks the Legisla- 
ture ought to be able to conclude its work 
and get out of here by May 28. If the senti- 
ment of a majority is against this proposition 
he is perfectly willing to recognize the mem- 
bers tomake all the speeches and motions 
they may want, 

Now Isaac Ellwood Is Happy. 

After an all:day’s session the House ad- 
vanced to third reading the Senate bill mak- 
ing provision fur the location and erection of 
a normal school in Northwestern Illinois. 
The bill was she. secoud introduced in the 
Senate. It came from Senator Daniel D. 
Hunt. It went through that body by a hand- 


‘some majority and was sailing through the 


House when it met with some opposition. 
The -claim was made that the bill inter- 
fered with several colleges in Northwestern 
Iflinois, notably one in Dixon. This com- 
plaint was cured byan amendment attached 
to the bill today limitimg the scope.of the 
school to the branches needed for the proper 
education of school teachers. The passage of 
the bill seems assured now, and it will prob- 
ably come upin the course of a week or two 
on third reading. 

About three months ago Isaac Ellwood of 
De Kalb camedown to Springfield to see if 
he eould not help the bill along. Mr. Ell- 
wood thought if the measure became a law 
his town |De Kalb] might compete for the 
location. It has as many advantages as any 
other place in Northwestern Illinois and he was 
eure the citizens of the town would co-operate 
with him in making such offers to the State 
as would secure the school. He believed it 
would take him about a week to get the bill 
through the General Assembly. He knows 
more about Legisiatures now than he did, for 
he has spent three monthe in Springfield 
work like a Turk for the measure. To- 
night he is happy; he is confident of the 
passage of the measure and he has just cause 
to be proud of his work. 


FAVORS INDIGENT INEBRIATES BILL. 


House Committee on Judiciary KRecom- 
mends Its Passage. 

Springfield, Ill, May 2.—[{Special.]—The 
House Committee on Judiciary today took 
favorable action on the bill offered by Col. 
Charles P. Bryan providing for county aid 
for indigent inebriates. The same measure 
is on third reading in the Senate. It will 
probably pass that body early next week 
and go'to the House. The Senate bill will 
not be referred to. committee, as action of 
the organization of the House on judiciary 
is accepted as an approval of the measure. 

The House Committee on Judiciary or- 
dered reported with: a recommendation for 
its adoption a joint resolution aniending 
the Constitution so that amendments to 
three articles of the Constitution may be 
submitted to the people at the same election. 
A favorable report was also ordered on the 
Senate bill (Mr. Berry’s) to prohibit the 
wrongful taking of news dispatches from 
telegraph or telephone wire§. 

The Appropriations committee killed the 
Senate bill appropriating $15,000 for an ex- 
hibit by Illinois at the Cotton States and 
International Exposition to be held at At- 
lanta, Ga. 

The Committee on Appropriations report- 
ed favorably Herb’s bill providing for the 
appropriation of $180,000 for the Illinois Na- .

TO BUILD MARQUETTE MONUMENT. 


Senate Reconsiders Its Vote and Pasges the 
Bill—Resolutions to Purge Cooper. 

Springfield, Ill., May 2.—In the passage of 
the bill appropriating $25,000 for the erection 
of a monument to Father Jacques Marquette, 
the explorer and missionary, Senator Ma- 
honey won a great victory. Two weeks ago 
the Senate voted to kill the bill, but the mo- 
tion by which it was killed was reconsidered.

Senator Higbee’s bill appropriating $25,- 
000 to build a monument to Elija P. Lovejoy 
was advanced to a third reading and mudea 
special order for Thursday. 

Senator Berry offered a resolution that 
Frank H. Cooper, of Siegel, Cooper & Co., 
having appeared before the Senate and hav- 
ing purged himself from contempt from an- 
swering all questions pertinent to the in- 
auiry of the committee appointed to investi- 
gate department stores be discharged. The 
resolution is as follows: 

Whereas, The Committee on Department Stores 
appointed under Senate resolution 43 asked of 
Frank H. Cooper certain questions in the course 
of said investigation which said Frank H. Cooper 
refused to answer; and 

Whereas, The Senate, upon request of a report 
of said committee, sent for said Frank H. Cooper 
and brought him before the bar of the Senate for 
contempt for refusing to answer the questions pro-

Wheras, Said Frank H, Cooper, when brought 
before the bar of the Senate and said questions 
were again propounded to him by the President of 
the Senate, Cooper answered all of such questions 
as, in the judgment of the Senate, are relative and 
material to the investigation under the resolution 
and said Frank H. Co6per having thus purged 
himself of such contempt by answering all ques-

Resolved, By the Senate that said Frank H. 
Cooper be excused from making answer to the re- 
maining questions propounded and that he be 
discharged. 

On the Senator’s motion action on the res- 
olution was postponed and made a special 
order for next Tuesday immediately follow- 
ing the reading of the journal. 

Mr. Cooper did not appear in the Senate 
chamber today and'no attempt was made 
to continue his examination, which was left 
unfinished the day previous. 

A message was received from the House 
announcing the passage of Senator Craw- 
ford’s. elevated railroad bill and his street 
railway bill, and asking concurrence in the 


‘ following amendment to the elevated rail- 


road bill: 

Any elevated railroad company shall have the 
right to purchase, hold, and own the whole ora 
part of the capital stock of any other elevated rail- 
road, provided that nothing herein contained shall 
authorize an elevated railroad to purchase or be- 
come interested in the stock of another elevated 
railroad owning a parallel or competing line. 

The Senate concurred—ayes 36, nays none. 

Senator Niehaus’ bill to abolish fees and 
commissions as a compensation of State’s- 
Attorneys and their assistants, which came 
up as a Special order on second reading, 
was ordered recommitted to the Committee 
on. Judicial Department. 

Senator Niehaus offered the following 
amendments to the bill,which were adopted: 

Requiring the State’s-Attorney to report at each 
term of court the fact that he had paid over the 
fees and fines collected by him. Also giving 
State’s-Attorneys the right of appointing their 
own assistants and making the salaries payable 
monthly instead of quarterly. 

Discussion was evoked by the amendment 
offered by Senator Salomon fixing the salary 
of the State’s-Attorney in Cook County at 
$15,000 a year and allowing him to appoint 
and fix the salaries of his assistants. 

Senator Johnson introduced a bill to pre- 
vent persons from falsely assuming to pos- 
sess the attributes of the deity, or falsely 
assuming to be the soniof-God. If the bill 
passes, and theré is little reason to doubt 
that it will, it will put an end to such nui- 
sances as Cyrus Teed, the ‘“‘Anointed,’’ who 
has' a so-called heaven in Chicage, and 
Schweinfurth, who runs a disgraceful re- 
sort near Rockford, which he calls a heaven. 


TO REORGANIZE THE COUNTY BOARD. 


President Healy Favors a Bill Which Will 
Be Presented in the Senate. 

If a bill which will be presented to the 
Legislature by Senator Morrison is passed 
the County Board will be reorganized. 
President Healy is in favor of the measure. 

According to President Healy Mr. Morri- 
son’s bill will provide for a law which will 
make the board a perpetual body, one-third 
of the members going out of office each 
year. The bill presented provides the five 
County Commissioners shall be elected for 
a term of three years. Then for the next 
two years the City Commissioners will be 
elected for terms of twoand one years. The 
five receiving the highest number of votes 
at next fall’s election will be seated for a 
term of two years, while the five lowest will 
be in’ office for but one year. After the ex- 
piration of these two terms there will be five 
Commissioners elected each year to the 
County Board.

D. O. Mills and H. McK. Twombly Will Be 
Replaced with Good Men. 

The retirement of D. O, Mills and H. McK., 
Twombly from the directormof the General 
Electric company created more than passing 
interest in this city from the fact that theirs 
are two strong names. B. E. Sunny, Chica- 
g0 manager of the company, said: 

“Mr. Twombly has many interests and 
much business for the Vanderbilts, whom he 
represents, and told me some months ago 
that he was too busy to look after the elec- 
trical pusiness. Mr. Mills I think, has not 
attended a meeting of the board fora long 
time. These two men will be replaced with 
others wha are just ag strong.”’ 

Referring to the company’s report for the 
year ending Jan. 1, Mr. Sunny said the show- 
ing was a good one considering the times 
and the competition, and that it was better 
than any other electrical company could pre- 
sent.

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| PEACE IS PATCHED UP 


IMMIGRANT RATE WAR BETWEEN 
OANADIAN LINES IS ENDED, 


New York Lines Become Threatened and 
Take Measures Which Will Bring 
About a Peaceful Termination of the 
War—Commissions to Be Reduced—Chi- 
cago and Alton Declares Its Dividend=— 
Advance in Lake and Rail RateseVan- 
derbilts After the Northern Pacific. 


Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger association worea smile of satisfaction 
yesterday owing to the receipt of advices 
from New York that the Eastern trunk lines 
had succeeded in stopping the immigrant 
rate troubles and patching up a peace be- 
tween the Canadian Pacific and Grand Trunk 
railways. So long as the fight for this class 
of business kept confined to the two Canadian 
roads the New York trunk lines stood idly by 
and allowed great injury to be done the West. 
ern roads, Ine New York Central ahd other 
New York lines reaped much benefit from 
the war, as they received a full proportion of 
the regular rates for their portion of the haul 
| to a connection with the Canadian roads. 

But when the scene was shifted a week ago 
and the North German Lloyds Steamship 
company offered excessive commissions on 
immigrant traffic via Baltimora the 
New York terminal lines became greatly 
alarmed at a probable diversion of the bulk 
of the immigrant traffic from New York to 
Baltimore. The trunk line Presidents met 
and directed the General Passenger Agents to 
stop the payment of excessive commissions 
by any of the lines or via any of the ports. 
Yesterday the General Passenger Agents of 
all the trunk lines and the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific met in New York and 
agreed that all rates quoted by the Grand 
Trunk to points on and via Canadian Pacific 
points be withdrawn until such time as _per- 
manent and uniform rates can be agreed 
upon by the Passenger committee or other- 
wise fixed by rules of the asscciation. All 
lines, including the Canadian Pacific, Grand 
Trunk, and Baitimore ‘ana Ohio, agreed to 
withdraw excessive commissions via Canadian 
and other Atlantic ports, including Baltimore, 
after May 15. 

The Western roads interested will meet at 
Chairman Caldwell’s office to make arrange- 
ments for the reduction in commissions paid 
to immigrant agents and others,

Western Roads Make a New Arrangement 
as Regards Lake Traffic. 

A meeting of representatives of Illinois 
roads members of the Western Freight Asso- 
ciation was held yesterday at Chairman 
Midgiey’s office. The lake line pooi has 
given the Western roads much trouble by re- 
fusing to pro rate with them, and the result 
was the boycott by the Western roads of those 
lines which insisted upon tocal rates from 
Chicago but pro rated from Duluth and Lake 
Superior ports. In order to accomplish any- 
thing it was necessary for the Western roads 
to secure the coéperation of the Wabash and 
Clover Leaf roads which run from East St. 
Louis to Toledo and control lake transporta- 
tion lines from that port. These roads were 
appealed to for aid and they promised to join 
provided an advance of two cents per 100 
pounds on grain by lake and rail was agreed 
upon. This advance was made at yesterday’s 
ineeting. This makes ae rate 20 cents lake 
and rail as a proportionate rate on grain from 
west of the Mississippi. The roads allow the 
lake lines their local rates, but they will get 
tive cents, while four cents is the regular pro- 
portion, 


WHY MR. HILL WENT TO EUROPE, 


Alleged Scheme of the Vanderbilts to Se- 
cure Control of the Great Northern, 

St. Paul, Minn., May 2.—If rumor be true 
and the object which called President J. J. 
Hill to London so hurriedly be not success- 
fully accomplished Mr. Hill may then have 
sufficient time on his hands to attend to the 
Northern Pacific, with which his name has 
been recently -connected., Mr, Hill’s con- 
trol of the Great Northern system comes 
through the consolidation of his own 
and Sir Donald Smith’s interest in that 
property. The latter represents all the Mont- 
real interest in the road. Sir Donald has 
backed Mr. Hillin bringing about the realiza- 
tion of his transcontinental dreams. As long 
as Mr. Hill was able to keep the support of 
Sir Donald Smith he was able to swing the 
road according to Ris ideas. Once has Mr. 
Hill been attacked in that quarter, when the 
late Allen Manvel was Vice-President of the 
road, but Hill came out victor. Through the 
same interest Mr. Hill is again attacked, and, 
it is said, he felt the effect so much he hurried 
off to Europe to endeavor to cover before it 
is too late. It is openly said the Vanderbilts, 
appreciating the value of the Great Northern, 
have secured a hold upon these Canadinn 
holdings and are preparing at the annual 
meeting in September to relieve Mr, Hill of 
the control of the system. 

When Mr. Hill went to New York so hastily 
he paid a hurried visit to Montreal, where Sir 
Donald Smith resides. and immediately after- 
wards took the steamer abroad. The Vander- 
bilts now control tne New York Central, Lake 
Shore, Michigan Central, Northwestern, 
Omaha and Elkhorn lines. Their coast con- 
nection is through an ironclad agreement 
with the Union Pacific. If the Vanderbilts can 
secure control of the Great Northern they will 
have a line of their own to Puget@ound from 
New York which will interfere materially 
with the Southern route via the Union Pa- 
cific. The Great Northern needs money, and 
can cut no further in pay-rolis. The traffic 
has reached its minimum and bard times 
have had their effect, so that there is every 
ground for believing the Vanderbilts —if it is 
true that they are seeking the contro! of the 
lines—are in a better position to secure their 
ends now than they would have been five 
years ago or will be

Thus far there has been 
but little advance in this line, but it is known 
that the leaders have been holding secret 
meetings. This wiii be a severe blow when it 
falls, for it will affect principally women’s 
shoes. The latest result of one grab of the 
leather trust has been the opening of a new 
supply of hides for America. Heretofore the 
main purchasing centers have been Buenos 
Ayres and Montevideo, the trust controlling 
the supply from there. Now the dealers of 

urope have begun to make shipments. With 
the advance of prices here they can pay 
freight and other charges and realize a hand- 
some profit. 

Cleveland, O., May 2.—{Special.]—A rapid 
increase in the price of leather has caused a 
flurry in Cleveiand like that which attended 
the recent flutry in oil. Quotations have 
spown a tendency to soar, and dealers are 
idoking about anxiously for signs that will in- 
dicate the proper time to buy. The cause of 
the excitement is the scarcity of hides, 
that became manifest six months ago. 
An increase of 20 per cent in,the price of wall 
paper wiil probaoly be made here next sum- 
mer.

Mrs. Alice Kellogg Tyler of Chicago has 
two pictures entitled ‘*‘ The Mother” and

and is greatly admired. Prof. A. T. Van 
Laer, at one time President of the Jackson- 
ville Association, but now of New York, and 
whose lectures are now being published in 
The Arts, has quite a collection on exhibi- 
tion. Four pieces of landscape painting, the 
property of Robert Hockenhull of this city, 
are admired. J. H. Vanderpoel, one of the 
principal instructors of the Art Institute at 
Chicago, has two water colors on exhibi- 
tion.

Drama ” appeared in 1863 and “The Lost 
Manuscript’ in 1864. His work best known 
in this country is “Soll und Laben”’ (‘* Debit 
and Credit’’), written in 1855, which raised 
hini to the highest rank among. German nov- 
elists. Its object wasto present as the basis 
of national life:the solid and industrious mid- 
dle class and to contrast it with the other two 
classes, one of which wili not work because it 
feels itself above. labor and the other be- 
cause it desires to gain money without work. 
There can be no question but that by this 
powerful work he raised the middle class into 
a more elevated position than it had hitherto 
enjoyed. While the book, as one writer says, 
preaches no new ideas, plans no new state 
and no new society, it upholds the ability, 
culture, humanitarianism, and honest truth 
of the middie class. Measured by the stand- 
ards of the novel of today “Debit and 
Credit’’ now appears old-fashioned, but in its 
descriptions of life, its humor, its keen delin- 
eation of character, and its noble earnestness. 
it takes place among the few great novels of 
the present century. By his death the world 
of German letters has suffered a great loss. 


FAILURE OF THE WILSON TARIFF LAW. 

The Wilson-Gorman tariff law has been in 
operation for eight months. Less revenue 
has been collected under it than was collected 
under the McKinley tariff during the corre- 
sponding months of. the preceding year. 
These collections were abnormally low, for it 
was known the law was going to be repealed 
speedily and lower duties imposed on foreign 
goods, -Therefore the importing of them 
came to a practical standstill. 

The Democratic papers and speakers said 
that the shortage of revenue under the oid 
law would be succeeded by an abundance of 
revenue under the new one. They said that 
as soon as it was in force and the people were 
able to get the cheap foreign goods they 
would be sent here from all parts of Europe 
and that the Treasury would have no cause 
to complain of a lack of money. Their law 
has been in force for eight months and: the 
total receipts under it have been only $183,- 
000.000. The removal of sugar from the 


free to the dutiable list and the raising of the. 


tax on whisky did not inake the Wilson-Gor- 
man Jawa revenue-producing one, and as a 
consequence the Treasury deficit under it has 
been $51,000,000 to date. 

It will be much larger at the end of the fis- 
cal year, for even if the income tax is sus- 
tained finally by the Supreme Court it has 
Become apparent that very little will be col. 
lected under it. The taxpayers have decided 
that they will not codperate with the govern- 
ment in collecting it. They will remain pas- 
sive and let it get what it can discover and no 
more. A divided Supreme Court has black- 
ened the law effectually in the public estima- 
tion. If the Treasury gets ten millions it will 
be doing well. 

There is nothing to indicate that the cus- 
toms receipts wi!l increase. The country can- 
not buy as lavishly now of qualities of goods 
not made in the United States as it did be- 
for the Wilson bill was passed, because the 
financial panics of the Democracy have 
lessened materially the consumptive power of 
the people. Wuges and profits have gone 
down. The Democrats expected immense 
imports of competitive goods. But the prices 
of the American products have sunk, for the 
men who make them have been compelled to 
take lower wages. Foreign manufacturers 
cannot see whereia the Wilson tariff has ben- 
efited them, . ~ : 

More reventie is- needed. Congress could. 
when it meets this,winter, increase some of 
the duties of the present law. But Mr. Cleve- 
land would not agree to that. The changes 
he wants to make are downward and not up- 
ward, He wishes iron-ore and coal put on 
the free list, Buta little item in one of the 
city papers points out a prolific source of 
revenue. There were made in Chicago last 
month 249,163 barrels of beer. The gov- 
ernment got therefrom an equal number of 
dollars. If the tax were double what it is 
Chicago would have paid the government 
half a million dollars, If the last Congress 
had taken tlie advice given them by Tue 
TRIBUNE and by the more sensible members 
of their own party they would have collected 
during the iast eight months over ,$15,000,. 
000 more from malt liquors than they did 
collect and would have cut their deficit down 
to $36,000,000. Congress must do in De. 
cember what it failed to do last year. It 
must double the tax on beer, The brewers 
canoot lay in great stocks of that article, as 
the distillers did of whisky and the sugar trust 
of sugar. Additional revenue will be ob- 
tained at once and the beer-drinker will not 
know the difference. The President will sign 
such a bill sooner than be plagued by a grow- 
ing deficit. 


A FOOL’S ROAD TO WEALTH, 

The following recipe for getting rich, _indi- 
vidually and as &@ people, is given by Coin’s 
Financial Fool. It is found on page 111 ofa 
pamphlet which ie taken as gospel by the free 


silver extremists: 

We express values in dollars, the unit of our 
monetary system. That unit is now the gold dol- 
lar of twenty-two and two-tenths grains of pure 
gold, or twenty-five and eight-tenths of standard 
gold. If we were to cut this amount in two and 
make eleven and six-tenths grains pure gold a 
unit, or dollar, we would thereby doubie the 
value of all the property in the United States, 
except debts. 

Certainly. And by the same rule the 


farmer could double the amount of his crops 
of grain and flaxseed by cutting down the 
bushel to one-half its present dimensions. 
He can double the area of his farm by the 
simple process of halving the ‘acre by which 
he measures the extent of bis land, and hav- 
ing performed both divisions would raise pre- 
cisely the same number of bushels of grain 
to the acre as before the ehange. The grocer 
and butcher can double the quantity of sugar 
and meat sold by them without increasing the 
number of customers, all that is necessary to 
the desired improvement in business being to 
calla pound what they now call a half pound. 
The coal merchant can effect a like improve- 
ment in his business by selling half aton for 
a whole ton, and then get just as many of the 
half worth dollars for the half worth “ ton ” 
of coal as he received full worth _— for 
the full weight ton of coal. 

This would be a “beautiful” arrangement 
so long as it was confined to certain classes 
of objects, but would not answerforall, ifa 
farmer were to cut his wagons in two in order 
to doubie the number, or chop each of his 
horses, cows, and hogs in two with a like 
intent, he soon would fiud himself a loser by 
the operation. And none but the rankest kind 
of a financial fool can fancy that the farmer 
or any other honest man or woman could 
gain anything by the halving process as ap- 
plied to' the unit measures for grain, land, 


| sugar, meat, coal, or any other of the things 


which it may be desired to buy or sell. Qb- 
viously if the new crank plan for getting 
rich were carried out as far as possibie the 
ratio’ of the half unit of value to the half 
uld be precisely tne 
full unit of value

and the only persons who could gain any- 
thing by the change from one plan to the 
other ‘would be the sharper class, who always

Obviously the same 
rule would hold good if the change were 
confined to the money unit as proposed by 
the finaneial’cranks and would-be swindlers. 
And that.ig just why they are clamoring for 
it because they hope it would enable the few 
to get rich at the expense of the whole people. 
What does the’sensible reader think of the 
asininity that can seriously propose as a royal 
road to wealth the halving of the unit by, 
which the wealth is measured? The proposi- 
tion is fittingly put into the mouth of a boy, 
for no sane man would advance it unless 
with intent to cheat, or asa quibble akin to 
that by which we are told that to take our 
bank bills and fold them across is to double 
our money, Yet this kind of trash is said to 
find thousands of admirers and is adopted 
into resolutions which have. been passed by 
some associations of workingmen and sever- 
al. polities] conventions. It is enough to 
make a sensible man blush to think it possi- 
ble that any considerable number ef sup- 
posedly intelligent American citizeus can be 
misied by such transparent claptrap as that 
of Coin’s Financial Fool. 


SUPPRESS THE : GAMBLERS’ ROOST. 

A compromise bill making some small con- 
cessions tothe race track gamblers has just 
been defeated in the New York Legislature. 
This is said to be ‘the death of horse-racing 
in the State,’”’ and it is announced that 
‘‘many of the prominent Eastern stables 
will prepare at once to ship to the 
Western tracks.’’ One of these tracks is now 
in full blast in this county. The anti-pool 
law of the State is being violated there de- 
fiantly. Poois are being sold on the races 
run there and also on those run oa other 
tracks, Over twenty bookmakers are break- 
ing the law industriousiy and profitably. 
The Township of Cicero and County of Cook 
are to be the seat of a grand gambling indus- 
try to which men driven from New York and 
other Eastern States will resort, 

The law says that the offenses being com- 
mitted openly at Hawthorne shall be pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment. This 
gamesters’ rendezvous is outside the furisdic- 
tion of the city. If it were within that juris- 
diction Mayor Swift would make short work 
of it. But there are county officers whose 
duty it is to see that the laws are enforced if 
the authorities of the Town of Cicero do not 
attend to their. business. The latter should 
arrest the men who have opened up a great 
pool:room within their jurisdiction so as to 
furnish gambling facilities to the res- 
idents of Chicago. Many of the residents 
of Cicero object strenuously to sajpons. Does 
their virtue stop there, anddo they think 
pool-selling commendable? 

They are neglecting their duty. That will 
not excuse the State’s-Attorney if he neglects 
his. He can bring tothe attention of- the 
grand jury when it meets illegal acts which 
he must know are being committed at Haw- 
thorne. Then there is a Sheriff. He is the 
conservator of the peace in his county and it 
is made his duty ‘“‘to prevent crime.’’ He 
‘‘may arrest offenders on view and cause 
them to be brougnt before proper magistrates 
for trial or examination.’’ He will find many 
** offenders on view’’ if he will drop out to 
Hawthorne, 

If town or county officers will not act the 
Civic Federation can. That organization can 
show its public spirit and its anxiety to free 
the citizens of Chicago from corrupting influ- 
ences by prosecuting the gamblers who are 
breaking the laws of the State at Hawthorne, 
It is said that Cicero Justices are not to be 
depended upon and that it is no use swearing 
out warrants before them. Why bother with 
Justices? When the Civic Federation has the 
evidence it needs let it go’before a Judge and . 
he will issue the warrants. He will sit as hn 
examining’ magistrate when the prisoners are 
brought before him and he will not be con- 
trolled by considerutions -which may affect 
the action of some Justice, 

When the-bookmakers are held over to the 
grand jury—and this can be done daily—then 
it will be the duty of that body toindict them 
and of the State’s-Attorney to prosecute them, 
A failure to do either will not be ignored by 
the people.

EXCELLENT CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT, 

The article of the Constitution relating to 
the method of its amendment says that ** the 
General Assembly shall have no power to pro- 
pose amendments to more than one article of 
the Constitution at the same session, nor to 
the same article oftener thau once in four 
years,” 

The General Assembly of 1891 submitted 
anamendment empowering the Legislature to 
submit three amendments at the same session, 
The vote on that was curious. The total num- 
ber of bailots cast was 871,508, Of these 
84,645 were marked in favor of the amend- 
mentand 93,420 against it. To be success- 
fulthe proposition needed 435,755 votes. 
That less than a fifth of the voters marked 
their ballots was due to the fact that the prop- 
osition was printed in a remote corner of the 
official ballot, not to be discovered except by 
a man with a search warrant. The press was 
generally in favor of the amendment, taking 
the ground that if, as had been\ alleged, the 
peopie wanted to modify at once several of 
the provisions of the Constitution they should 
have an opportunity to do so, and yet of those 
who marked their ballots a majority did so 
against the arnendment. 

Since then there have been efforts to secure 
the calling of a convention to remodel in toto 
the Constitution of the State. Why they were 
made this paper has told often, The persons 
engaged in pushing the convention scheme 
said in 1893 and repeated it in 1895 that the 
voters wanted to revise the Constitution in 
many particulars and that to do it by the slow 
process of one amendment every.two years 
was impossible, Nevertheless the conven- 
tionists were defeated on both occasions, to 
the great satisfaction of the people, who were 
not in favor of ripping up their organic 
law. 

When the convention project was defeated 
this year all those who had said there were

numerous articles of the Constitution which . 


needed revision sadly seemed to lose all interest 
in the subject, and though some amendments 
have been offered not one of them has been 
pressed with any earnestness. One of them 
relates to the judiciary and another to the 
revenue system. Nobody seems to take any 
interest in them, however. 

Finally Mr. Schwab of this county reintro- 
ducedthe amendment of 1891 to allow the 
Legislatute to submit,amendments to three 
articles at the same session, and to submit an 
amendment to the same article once in every 
two instead of once in every four years. 
There is no reason why this proposition should 
not be given the necessary two-thirds vote and 
be submitted to the people next year. It is true 
that there does not appear to be any strong 
desite % change one articie of the Constitu-

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BRIGHTER BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

A correspondent quotes to the following 
effect a gentleman whose business*it is to be 
well posted on the kind of business of which 
he speaks: On the books at the different 
trunk line headquarters there are specifica- 
tions for 35,000 freight cars and 400,000 
tons af steel rails, waiting for two things 
reasonably to be assured before the orders 
are given, These are the success of the grow- 
ing crops and an_ocvident fading away of the 
craze for free silver. If the crops promise 
weil, and the gerieral advance in prices which 
seems to have set in checks the unlimited 
coinage movement, as probably will be the 
case, the orders will be placed in June and 
July. Such an increase ih the demand must 
stimulate the iron market to an extraordinary 
extent, and call for the employment of an 
enormous number of men in the various in- 
dustries directly and indirectly to be affected. 

This phase of the situation is evidence of 
close and intimate connection between the 
currency question and daily bread for the 
wage toilers‘and their families. Capitalists 
wiil hold on to their funds if their money cap- 
ital is endangered by athreatened deprecia- 
tion of the currency standard, but if they are 
assured ot the permanency of values their 
money will flow freely and abundantly into 
and through all tne channels of trade. Men 
who in the past have proved their right to be 
regarded as far-seeing predict that we are on 
the eve of a tremendous industrial revival, 
and the greatest obstacie to be feared is the 


possibility of danger in the success of the free | 


silver coinage extremists, 

It is a question so important that it cannot 
be pressed home too closely and persistently 
upon the working classes, “the multitude,”’ 
if they will’ accept prosperity on the plan of 
leaying well enough “alone in regard to the 
currency, or if they will be so foolish as to 
follow the lead of men whose profession is 
that of tax-eaters and officeholders, and who 
in order to succeed are ready to mount and 
ride any and every hobby which they think 
will gain votes. They can have the good 
times and share in their benefits if they will 
avoid giving support to free coinage delu-

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ANGRY AT CLEVELAND, 

A dispatch from Managua sets forth that 
the Nicaraguan press is blaming President 
Cleveland “for surrendering Nicaragua to 
England,” and that ata meeting of citizens 
ot that place, presided over by Prestdent 
Zelaya, the Foreign. Minister, Matus, said: 
‘* The Monroe*doctrine is dead. It died of 
blood,.”’ The Nicaraguan 
politicians are unreasonable in assuming 
anger at this country for not sheltering them 
from the consequences of their own folly and 
aggression on the rights of Vice-Consul Hatch 
and other British subjects. There is nothing 
in the Monroe doctrine that requires this 
country togo to war with Great Britain in 
order to save Nicaragua from paying the 
damages it inflicted, upon British subjects. 
American citizens were expelled at the same 
time and this country did not even feel called 
upon to remonstrate. The dispute between 
Nicaragua and Great Britain dia not concern 
us in any way and the Monroe doctrine could 
in nowise apply unless Great Britain had 
sought to overthrow the Nicaraguan Govern- 
mentor permanently seize Nicaraguan terri- 
tory, which intention ‘she has specifically dis- 
avowed, The same dispatch states that the 
Honduras Government has given assurance 
to Nicaragua that its troops will be at its dis- 
posal should they be necessary. If Honduras 
is spoiling for a fight let 4t sail in and thrash 
England whether it has cause for offense or 
not, if 

Discussing this matter the New York Post 
rather cynically remarks: 

We wonder why the diplomatists of the press 
who are so scared by the steps England has taken 
to collect $75,000 from Nicaragua do not suggest 
a cheaper way of meeting the difficulty. If .we 
have a protectorate over the half-civilized repub- 
lics of Central America we must be answerable 
for their conduct to foreigners and to 
each other, It follows logically that 
we must assume all pecuniary obliga- 
tions which are made the basis of foreign 
claims against them and either pay them or fur- 
nish reasons for not paying them which will 
stand good in the eyé of international law. It 
would be mucb easier for us to pay $75,000 for 
Nicaragua than to go to war or even to go into a 
court of arbitration on her account. But think 
of the consequences of either paying or arbitrat- 
ing for the half-breed Governments of Central 
and South America. Money is what they all 
stand most in need of. Money is what they are 
always boiling with “revolutions for. If Uncle 
Sam once becomes their paymaster they will 
never be out of foreign difficultios as long as the 
world stands. 
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Tue first number of Our Nation’s Crisis, 
the newspaper of which ex-Gov. Waite is edi- 
tor, has made its appearance in Denver. As 
might have been expected its tone is Popu- 
list and intenaed to be revolutionary. Waite 
is opposed to the new silver party which 
Jones, Stewart, and Sibley are trying to 
form.

Never has there been such a rage for 
adornments and trimmings of lace as at the 
present moment. All the new patterns and 
all the new materials are utilized. For 
capes these garnitures are to be in great. use, 
especially the heavier patterns, such as 
puipure, point de gene, and Spanish and 
Venetian laces, with nets and insertions to 
match in cream color, white, and black, and 
miade up with satin, chiffon, or corded silk. 
These capes afe great adjuncts to a dressy 
costume, Ruffles, collarettes, turned-over 
lace or batiste collars, fancy ties, jabots, 
and black satin or other colored cravats are 
all fashionable. In some of the necklets a 
cluster of small flowers is fastened on one 
side, sometimes on both. The newest way 
tod wear the violets so exquisitely imitated 
this season is to have them arranged, some 
with long stalks, and the rest with small 
ones nestling closely down among the leaves 
as though they were growing. 

The question of the continuation of full 
sleeves and flaring skirts is settled, probably 
for many months to come, the summer ones 
assuredly, for light and diaphanous materi- 
als are particularly appropriate for these 
styles, and, besides, all women seem desir- 
ous of having Fashion continue in her pres- 
ent mood, Certainly no one wishes to re- 
turn to the torturing tight sleeves of other 
duys, or to the limp petticoatless, lank-look- 
ing gowns which were worn at the same 
time. 

Skirts are, if possible, fuller than ever, but 
ure correspondingly plain, little or no trim- 
ming being used upon them. Sleeves, on 
the contrury, are excessively elaborated, 
quaigt ideas in their decoration and adjust- 
ment being borrowed from different periods. 
In some of the models for summer we see 
fashions of over 200 years ago revived. A 
novel style is the making of the sleeve in 
one with the yoke and the back of the bodice 
or wrap.

Gems Made of Paper. 

Almost without limit are the purposes to 
which wood pulp is being put. The latest 
invention in this line is the manufacture of 
guns from this material.. Guns have been 
made from leather pulp, and these are 
bound with hoops of metal. The leather 
pulp is of course hardened. There is also 
a core of metal set inside of the gun. The * 
lightness of the leather cannon is an essen- 
tial feature. The principal aim, however, 
is to secure a material which has some elas- 
ticity, so that the force of a heavy discharge 
will be broken gradually. This seems to 
be obtained in cannon made from a pulpy 
substance. Papei pulp answers the pur- 
pose, as numerous trials and experiments 
have proved. It possesses more elasticity 
than metal, and when hardened is nearly 
as tough. Hence this material is useful in 
the manufacture of articles requiring hard, 
efficient, and elastic properties. The body 
of the gun is made of paper pulp. The core 
is of metal, and made very much like the 
cores of ordinary cannon. The exterior of 
the cannon is wound with wire. About five 
layers of copper, brass, or steel wire are 
firmly wound on, thus binding the cannon. 
Outside the covering of wire are various 
bands of brass. These bands are set with 
uprights, through which rods extend par- 
allel with the gun. There are lock-nuts on 
each side of the uprights, and these hold the 
rods in place. 

The process of making the gun is as fol- 
lows: A special grade of paper pulp,.in 
which the fiber is long, is selected and well 
agitated. The usual hardening and tough-. 
ening ingredients, consisting of litharge, 
wax, tallow, white lead and blue, are in- 
troduced. The pulp is then run into molds 
and cast of the proper shape. The steel 
core is put in; wire is bound around the ex- 
brass or steel bands, are securely 
set about the whole, and the parallel rods 
are applied. The rods, being of steel, pos- 
sess a degree of spring, and as they are 
fastened to the bands the result is a gun 
which will give way slightly at each dis- 
charge, yet cannot burst. A person may 
make his muscles rigif and fall to the 
ground, in which case he is likely to receive 
a broken bone; but if the muscles are re- 
laxed the bones will give way somewhat 
and will not break. e same principle is 
applied in the paper cannon. The pulp, 
although exceedingly durable, will give way 
enough to prevent a break. The layers of 
wire, the binding of steel bands, and the 
parallel rods add strength. In war times 
it is easy to batter down a brick wall ora 
stone foundation; but a protection of bales 
of hay, bags of sand, or similar sub«tance 
is not affected, as the shot is simply im- 
bedded in it. The chief points of the pulp 
gun are elasticity and ligh*ress. Being 
lighter it fallows that transportation will 
be easier. It is said that the leather pulp 
guns, which, if made of metal, would re- 
quire a derrick to move, are readily trans- 
ported on light wagons. Paper pulp is no 
heavier than leather pulp.—Current Litera- 
ture.

RUSSIA PREPARED TO OOMPEL

China’s Emperor Urges His Peace Commis- 
sioners to Hurry to Pekin — Evident 
Fear Latest Complications Will Cause 
His Empire More Trouble = Britain's 
Budget for the Coming Year Presented 
to the Commonse—Germany'’s Customs 
Tarif Amendment Bill Passes. 

London, May 3.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Odessa says it is semi-officially an- 
nounced that Russia has made every prepara- 
tion and is quite ready to begin hostilities if 
Japan refuses to modify the terms of her 
treaty of peace with China, 

A Berlin dispatch to the Times says that 
negotiations are actively proceeding to secure 
an amicabie settlement of the trouble, In 
consequence of these negotiations Japan has 
not made a formal reply to the protest of the 
powers, 

A St. Petergburg dispatch says there is rea- 
son to believe an early official answer from 


Japan to the protest of Russia, Germany, and 


France was not expected. Russia is inclined 
to give Japan plenty of time in which to re- 
ply without the latter stultifying itself in the 
eyes of the Japanese people by anything like 
a too hasty compliance. 

The Russian Envoy at Tokio has lately 
pressed fora reply to the protest, and has 
been told it will be given ina few days, on 
the return of Count Iro, President of the 
Japanese Council of Ministers. In diplo- 
matic circles there is great confidence a 
pacific solution of the matter will be reached.

STRIKING BRIOKYARD WORKMEN 
DRIVEN OFF BY POLICEMEN, 


Lively Melee at the Plant of the Cote 
Brilliante Company in St. Louis<Bar- 
ricaded Gates and Billies Too Much for 
Would-be InvadersFeverish Condition 
of Pocahontas, Va., MinersmAn Out- 
break Imminent—Settlement of the 
Ohio Trouble Not Soon Expected. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 2.—Six hundred strik- 
ing brickyard workmen left their temporary 
headquarters west of Tower Grove Park to- 
day, armed with stones and clubs, and 
marched north towards the yards of. the 
Cote Brilliante Fress Brick company. The 
workmen at these yards refused to strike 
Wednesday when visited by a committee 
from the union. A warning was sent to the 
superintendent of the works by the police, and 
he barricaded the gate leading to the yards 
and awaited the mob’s appearance. Whek 
the mob came up it assaulted the gate but 
was repulsed and dispersed by che police, 
the struggle for a short time being highly ex- 
citing. 


TROUBLE FEARED AT POCAHONTAS 


Working Miners Must Quit or the Strikers 
Will Begin Hoatilities. 

Pocahontas, Va., May 2.—This town was 
placarded last night with notices appealing 
to the miners here to join the West Virginia 
strikers. Good order prevails\and no requi- 
sition has been made for troops by the com- 
panies. The Southwest Virginia Improve- 
ment company, the largest operators in the 
fields, are maintaining a position of neutrali- 
ty and working according to the demands 
for coal. Great pressure is being used to 
bring its miners into the strike, and their 
failure to join is their chief source of con- 
versation in the coal fields. The impression 
prevails that the miners here will finally 
join or there will be trouble. No decided 
outbreak is feared before Monday, but 
everything is uncertain. 


OHIO MINERS IN SECRET SESSION, 


The Plan to Aid Pittsburg Strikers Is Caus- 
ing Dissension. 

Columbus, O., May 2.—The Ohio Miners’ 
Association today informed the operators 
that a joint session of operators and miners 
cannot be held until tomorrow. The miners 
then went into secret session. They are di- 
vided in opinion upon the question of asking 
the operators to retain 10 cents, to go to- 
ward the support of certain Pittsburg min- 
ers wno are striking for terms which would 
give employment in Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois, but, as heretofore stated, such re- 
tention and use of money would practically 
amount to illegal conspiracy and cannot be 
accepted.

SENATOR CULLOM WOULD USE FORCE, 


England Must Leave Nicaragua or There 
Will Be War, He Says. h 

San Diego. Cal., May 2.—Senator Cullom 
of Iilinois, in an interview here on the occu- 
pation of Corinto by British forces, says: 

If a plain and emphatic protest had been made 
by the United States Government England would 
not have occupied Corinto. Now that she is 
there I believe in using force, if necessary, to get 
her out. There are two things on which the neo-

HARCOURT FIGURES OUT A SURPLUS, 


English Budget Presented to the Commons 
«Reduction of the Debt. 

London, May 2.—The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
presented the budget to the House of Com- 
mons tonight. He estimated thedeficit would 
amount to £31,000 ($155,000), which would 
be converted into asurplus of £181,000 
($905,000) by the reimposing of a duty of 
six pence on spirits, which wes imposed las 
year and which proved unsatisfactory. 

In regard to last year’s budget the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer said there was a surplus 
of £776,000 ($3,880,000) instead of the 
estimated surplus of £201,000-($1,455,000), 
He added the tea receipts were £3,700 ($18,- 
500) ‘and the tobacco receipts £136,000 
($880,000) above the estimates, Continu- 
ing he said that the returns generally show 
the condition of the masses slightly improved 
in 1894.. He added: 

‘* There was a less sum paid for consum- 
able commodities imported and while we re- 
quired a large quantity we paid several miil- 
ions less for our food supply.”’ 

Sir William aiso said the National debt 
pow amounted to £660,000,000 (#3,300.,. 
000,000), a reduction of £100,000,000 
($500,000,000) in twenty years. In con- 
clusion he said the country was now for the 
first time entitled to a full interest dividend 
upon its Suez Canal shares, of which the 


‘market value is now £23,800,000 ($1 19,. 


000,000). ‘

BAILEY’S MAD IS UP. 
-PRDERAL oUsTODIAN THINKS MR. 
HESING GAVE HIM A SNUB. 


~ 


‘After-a Feud of Several Weeks Between 
‘the Officials the Postmaster Shows Su- 
pervising Architect Aiken Over the 
Government Building and Fails to 
Make Even a Call on the Custodian— 


Hastings Murder Case Now in the 
Hands of the Jury~Other Local News. 


Custodian Bailey, who has been exceeding- 
ly chilly toward Postmaster Hesing the last 
few weeks,and has had his coldness returned 
in kind, fairly boiled with wrath yesterday 
when the Postmaster took Supervising Arch- 
itect Aiken of Washington by the arm and 
showed him the Federal ruin from roof to 
basement without calling on ithe custodian 
to act as guide, or even paying him a visit. 
“It’s all Hesing’s fault,”’ cried Custodian 
Bailey yesterday afternoon. “He kept 
Aiken’ from calling on me. I am the custo- 

dian of this building. This morning when 
Mr. Aiken wished to inspect the old ruin 
did he call upon me? Notatall. Mr. Hesing 
-took him by the arm and led him from the 
garret to the basement. Why, they passed 
the door of my office and never entered. 
~ Who should show an official about the build- 


ing but the custodian?” | 

Then Mr. Bailey wrapped himself up in an 
impenetrable silence and refused to talk any 
further. "He was too angry to talk. When 
he reached the office in the morning he 
learned that the Supervising Architect had 

‘arrived in Chicago, and, expecting an offi- 
cial visit, he placed the softest cushioned 
chair in his office to the right of his desk. 

‘A few moments later geveral occupants of 
adjoining offices dro in to learn of the 
rumor that had spread over the building 
that Bailey was removed and that Postmas- 
ter Hesing had been appointed custodian. 
That exasperated Bailey. When the Post- 
master and Mr. Aiken, laughing and chat- 
ting, passed the door of his affice without 
even looking in Mr. Bailey’s cup of bitter- 
ness was filled, and several times during the 
day. it overflowed. 

“There is no truth in the report of my re- 
moval,” said the custodian, testily. Mr. 
Aiken is not likely to come to Chicago to re- 
move me. He would send a notice from 

’ Washington,” 

Mr. Aiken said he knew nothing about the 
removal, and the Postmaster said he was 

 gatisfied with his Postmastership and didn’t 
want to be custodian. And there the mat- 
ter rested at the close of theday. Still Cus- 

: todian Bailey thinks that the Postmaster is 
after his. scalp. 

. The quarrel between the officials goes 
back to the last steam pipe bursting. That 

+ Was a month ago. The water flooded the 
mailing. division and the clerks walked 
about on stilts. The Postmaster waded 
about in the water while Mr, Bailey was 
directing the mechanics. The Postmaster 
said something about “infernal incompe- 

tency.” Mr. Bailey took the remark as a 

personal reflection. Then some warm lan- 
guage was heard by the clerksjand mechan- 

. “fes. It was said Mr. Bailey made a “ pass ”’ 
at the, Postmaster, who “ducked,” and 
then, recalling their dignity, each splashed 
out of the mailing room by different doors. 

It was two weeks ago that one of Post- 
master Hesin’s men said he was informed 
confidentially by Custodian Bailey that 
Hesing would be “‘fired’’ shortly. Billy 
Mangler was going to lodge ,charges at 
Washington against him for withholding 
Demoeratic circulars during the city cam- 

. Mangler had told the custodian all 
about it, it was said. 

When the Postmaster was informed of 
the story he was angrier than the day when 
he splashed around in the water. He sent 
for Mr. Mangler and when he arrived he 
sent over for Mr. Bailey. The three men 
were in Mr. Hesing’s private office for two 
hours. When Bailey came out his hat was 
on the back of his head and he was talking to 
himself.. Mr.Manglér waited until after the 
corridor had been cleared by the custodian 
and then he hurried to the elevator. The 
Postmaster was smiling and stroked his 
whiskers in a soothing way. The Postmas- 

* ter told a friend that Mangler denied the 
charges which he was said to have made to 
Bailey about the suppression of Democratic 
campaign circulars, However it may be, 
the Postmaster and the custodian have not 
used the same elevator since, and each has 
kept to his own corridor until yesterday 
morning, when the Postmaster triumphant- 
ly passed down Bailey’s*corridor with Bai- 
ley’s Washington “ boss.”’

Rule for the House Movers. 

Commissioner of Puablic Works Kent has sent 
out the rules of the-department governizg house- 
moving. Rule 3. provides that when it shall ap- 
pear from-any application for a permit to re- 
move any building that it will become necessary 
to cut apy wire the Commissioner of Public 
Works * will cause three days’ notice to be given 
to. the party owning svch wire of the 
time and place for megs objections to the issu- 
ing of such permit. If the Commissioner Shall 
decide that a permit is authorized be will require 
a deposit with the Department of Public Works 
sufficient to pay the actual cost and expense which 
may be incurred by the party owning the wire 
consequént upons the removal of such building.

NOT OVER 1,200 PEOPLE ATTEND 
SECOND DAY’S RAGES, 


Stagnation Reigns in the Local Betting 
Ring and at the Foreign Book, Which 
Discontinues the Alexander Quotations 
—(Quality of Yesterday’s Races an Im- 
provement on the Opening Day—Sum- 
mary of the Events and Today's 


Card. 

Not over 1,200 people witnessed the sec- 
ond day’s racing at the Hawthorne spring 
meeting yesterday. The crowd was par- 
ticularly listless and the nineteen book- 
makers in the ring did little business. Not 
over two bets were made in succession at 
any one book, and whenever a customer 
appeared the gentleman on the block had 
ample time to visit with him. A loud pro- 
test against the patronage was heard in 
the ring and some of the pencilers declared 
it their opinion that not over half a dozen 
would draw in for the succeeding three days 
beginning tomorrow unless the attendance 
was largely augmented today. None of the 
books are losing large amounts on bets, as 
no large wagers are being placed, and it is 
safe to say that not over half of them are 
paying daily operating expenses. 

At the foreign book’ the stagnation in 
business was even greater. Not over 200 
people were in the shed at any one time 
and the employés were never half busy tak- 
ing bets. 

A number of reasons are advanced for 
the small attendance at Hawthorne, chief 
among which is the fact that two local 
tracks are in operation and in active compe- 
tition for business. Chicago has sufficient 
patronage for one track, but history nas 
demonstrated that it cannot be divided be- 
tween two and result advantageously to 
both. 

Considerable surprise was evinced when 
the Alexander card was rubbed off the for- 
eign board, after quotations for the first 
race had been posted. Joe Ullman, propri- 
etor of the foreign book, was asked if Haw- 
thorne had been cut off from receiving these 
quotations. He-answered in the negative, 
and stated that it was on Mr..Corrigan’s re- 
quest that the card was erased. The Alex- 
ander track has been outlawed by the Turf 
Congress, and, according to Mr. Ullman’s 
statement, Mr. Corrigan had decided not to 
allow Alexander reports to be posted at 
Hawthorne, as he did not wish to even ap- 
pear in the light of antagonizing the Turf 
Congress, of which he is a member. 

There were no indications of a raid yes- 
terday, and no statement was made by any- 
body which would indicate that the swear- 
ing out of warrants was even in contempla- 
tion. 

Two Favorites Pull Through. 

Two favorites, one second choice, and two 
outsiders won the events. The winners 
were: Claude Hill (Macklin), 8 to 1; Ethel 
W. (Scheerer), 10 to 1; Artist (Chorn), 7 to 
10; Booze (Bergen), 11 to 5; and Imp. Percy 
(Bergen), 2to1. The day was clear, hot, and 
windy, and, the track exceptionally fast 
The racing was far superior in quality to 
the opening day, although the card did not 
show as high class in advance. There was 
considerable difficulty in dispatching the 
fields, and Starter Caldwell showed much 
patience and excellent judgment. 

The first race went to the outsider Claude 
Hill, who led all the way and was without 
especial incident. 

In the second event Floreanna, notwith- 
standing her poor performance of the pre- 
ceding day, had many friends and was a 
fairly well. played third choice, nearly as 
good as second. She acted badly at the post, 
ran into the stable yard three or four yards, 
and when the start was given, although un- 
der good motion, she stopped at the first 
furlong post and came walking in after the 
other horses in the race were unseddled. 

Artist won the seven-furlong event with- 
out any effort and lowered the track record 
for the distance to 1:27%. 

The fourth race went to Booze, who was 
an equal favorite with Billy McKenzie. The 
latter was played more than he deserved for 
his good race the day before. 

The last event on the card went to the sec- 
ond choice, imp. Percy, owned by Ed Corri- 
gan. He ran a fast three-quarters in 1:13%, 
breaking another track record, and made 
Capt. Brown look sick.

President Gage immediately took occasion 
to give his opinion of Mr. Baker. He 
said he was an absolutely § upright 
man, whose election would inspire universal 
confidence that the organization would not be 
perwerted to selfish and improper uses. He 
was a rugged, positive, though sometimes ob- 
stinate and inconsiderate man. He was a 
man ‘of much intelligence. He possessed 
unquestioned courage. He was nota vindic- 
tive man. ‘He was not actively engaged in 
business and had leisure to devote to the 
work. 

There was then a running debate on the 
Cole proposition, but the upshot was that . the 
protest was withdrawn, and it was resolved to 
proceed to ballot separately on the nominees 
recommended by the committe so that other 
nominations might be made if desired. In 
every case the Secretary was instructed to 
cast the ballot of the council for the nominee. 
There were only two or three hitches, 
There was considerable hesitation over the 
name of Mrs. Paimer for First Vice-Presi- 
dent, for fear she might spend the year 
abroad. But as soon as assurances were giv- 
en that she would return home at an early 
day she was elected. A similar halt was 
made at the name of Charles Henrotin on the 
Executive committee and an effort was made 
to substitute the name of H. H. Kohisaat, but 
without success. A similar unsuccessful ef- 
fort was made to substitute some labor advo- 
cate for E. B. Butler. The name of J. W. Ela 
came last and he was elected by acclamation. 


Referred to Committee. 


D. K. Tenney brought up again his resolu- 
tion for the suppression of an afternoon 
newspaper, and it was referred to the Exec)- 
tive committee. Miss Sweet reported resolu- 
tions of respect in regard to the death of A. 
C. Hesing and James W. Scott, which were 
adopted by a rising vote. Secretary Easley 
reported that he had mislaid the report of 
the Treasurer, but that to the best of 
his recollection the receipts for the 
year had been $15,000, and __ the 
disbursements $13,000, but this did 
not include the election-traud fund, which 
was $50,0U0, and in other hands. Adolph 
Nathan and W. R. Sterling were appointed as 
Auditing committee. Resolutions of thanks 
were passed to the retiring Presidept. The 
Municipal.committee was authorized to push 
certain measures pending in the Legislature 
in the name of the federation. 

President Gage read such of the annual re- 
ports as had not been read at the previous 
meeting and introduced them with a report 
of his own. He said in part: 

Your existence, your works, and deeds have re- 
awakened the slumberi civic life. You have 
created a civic center where the sympathy and 
desire of those who love the city we iive in may 
be safely focalized. You have given hope and 
confidence to thousands who had become pessi- 
mists on American municipal institutions. You 
have made it possible, as demonstrated in the 
late vote on civil service reform, to rally 
on a great cause the best sentiment of 
our peopie. These, and. others that might 

named, constitute the moral victories 
which cannot be made to appear in tabulated 
form. . A generous public has given you needed 
financial support, and we may point with special 
pride, I think, to the economies in expenditure 
which the statement of the Secretary will show. 
In retiring from the office with which you have 
honored me I have to thank you all for the con- 
fidence and forbearance you have shown. It will 
be a pleasure to remain with you as a lay mem- 
ber, doing what I may in that capacity to pro- 
mote the welfare and usefulness of your associa- 
tion.

Glance at the First Number of the Colorado 
Populist Sheet. 

Denver, Colo., April 25.—[New York Even- 
ing Post.J]—The new newspaper, Our Na- 
ticn’s Crisis, of which ex-Gov. Bloody Bri- 
dies Walite is editor, made its appearance 
here today, and is interesting as indicating 
the present condition and trend of Popu- 
listic thought. Our Nation’s Crisis is clear- 
ly an organ, and meant to keep alive the fast- 
dying cause of Populism, or at least the Pop- 
ulist party, which, through its crushing de- 
feat last autumn, and through the abandon- 
ment of it by most newspapers, has nearly 
fallen from public sight in this State. 

The paper, being Waite’s, is naturally lu- 
rid and its tone is revolutionary. It will 
undertake, it says, to restore to Republican 
fovernment the spirit and motive of its 
founders. Waite is opposed to the new sil- 
ver party which Jones, Stewart, and Sibley 
are endeavoring to form. In his opinion the 
Silver party is a dressed-up scarecrow, 
clothes covering no body-votes. It is ef the 
youthful Populist party, with its 2,000,000 
votes and its plank for free silver, that the 
Republican elephant and the Democratic 
tiger are afraid. In his judgment, for the 
Populist party to restrict its principles to a 
single idea, the 16 to. 1 plank of the silver 
party, would be to make a retrogade move- 
ment that would drive away more support- 
ers from the party than it would bring re-

GIVES SPACE FOR HUMANE EXHIBIT, 


Offer of Atlanta Cotton States Exposition to 
Be Taken Advantage Of. 

The Cotton States and International Ex- 
position to be held at Atlanta, Ga» Sept. 18 
to Dee. 31, will devote 225 square feet in its 
Liberal Arts Department to the exhibit of 
the societies in the United States and Can- 
ada for the prevention of cruelty to animals 
and children. The exhibit has been ar- 
ranged for by the Atlanta Humane Society 
through its President, Capt. Joseph F. 
Burke, and the American Humane Associa- 
tion through its Vice-President, W. H. Bal- 
lou of New York. The following is the 
Committee of Management: ’ 

Joseph F. Burke, Atlanta, Chairman; 
John G. Shortall, Chicago, President of the 
American Humane Association and of the 
Illinois Humane Society; William Hosea 
Ballou, Secretary and Treasurer of. the 
Westchester Free Hospital, New York: Dr. 
Albert Leffingwell, Summit. N. J., and Miss 

.Barah J. Eddy, Providence, R. I., Vice- 
Presidents of the American Humane Asso- 
ciation; Martin .V. B. Davis, Secretary of 
the Pennsylvania Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals; Dr. George T. An- 
gell, President of the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
‘mals and the American Humane Education 
Society, Boston; and H. 8, Salt, Secretary 
of the Humanitarian League of London, En- 
gland. 

The humane exhibit will comprise models 
of modern steamships and sailing vessels 
engaged in the exportation and importation 
of cattle and blooded horses; models of cars 
for animals in transit; instruments and im- 
plements of torture by which cruelty is prac- 
ticed; ambulances and appliances for the 
care Of maimed animals; humane literature, 
paintings, and photographs of prominent 
humanitarians, etc, 

There are some 230 societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals and children 
in the United States and Canada, with a 
membership of a million or more of the best 
and most distinguished citizens of commu- 
nities. The humane movement is powerful 
and far-reaching in the North and in most 
civilized nations. It is confidently ex- 
pected the exhibit will arouse such an inter- 
est in the Southeast that there will result 
many needed strong societies in the several 
Southeastern States. 

It was Mr.Ballou who conducted the move- 
ment for the suppression of crueltv to ani- 
mals at sea by which the annual loss of ani- 
mals between New York and Liverpool in 
1890 of $3,500,000 was reduced to less than 
$30,000 last year. He raided and ridded the 
dens of vice of all children at Coney Island.

SILVER CRAZE OUT IN MISSOURI, 


Coin Fool Schools Organized in the Rural 
Districts of the State. | 

St. Louis, Mo., April 30.—[New York 
Evening Post.]—The silver craze is predom- 
inant in Missouri just now, and its spread 
can be compared only to the greenback lu- 
nacy of 1880-’82. In the smaller towns of the 
State, from a tour of which the Evening 
Post’s representative has recently returned, 
sidewalk politicians stand around and dis- 
cuss learnedly 16-to-1 ratios and single and 
double standards. Some prophesy that the 
craze will have spent itself before the nom- 
jinations are made in 1896, and that the Dem- 
ocratic party, which is honoring most of the 
drafts for recruits to the silver brigade, will 
make its fight on the old lines. 

Silver clubs are being organized in every 
town in the State, and already the question 
of a State convention similar to the one to 
be held in Illinois is talked about. In many 
places ** Goin ’’ schools have been organized 
to study the financial question from a silver 
etandpoint. A regular teacher is selected, 
and class-room work \is done with Coin’s 
publication as the text book. 

It will take a tremendous counter-infiu- 
ence to check this wave. Friends of honest 
money .in the East especially should be kept 
thoroughly informed of the status of affairs 
out here and in the West generally, and 
bring some sort of pressure to bear to off- 
set the work of the silverites. The St. Louis 
Republic, the oldest Democratic paper in 
the West, has taken a decided stand in favor 
of an honest dollar, and has warned the 
party that it may be necessary for Southern 
and Western members of it to make other 
political connections. The silver men have 
but two newspapers of character and repu- 
tation in the larger cities of the State, but 
nearly every one of the rural weeklies is 
hopelessly blighted ‘by the fallacy. 

A Bland Presidential boom is undoubtedly 
in reserve. It will be heard from in due 
time, and will probably make a good deal of 
noise at the next nominating convention. It 
is, in the meantime, significant that the two 
Missouri Congressmen known to be friendly 
to honest money were reélected in Novem- 
ber, while all the blatant silver advocates 
were ingloriously defeated.
